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Qil Mills and Farmers of 
Mississippivin Dispute 


Mills Offering Only $12 Per Ton} 
Farmers Will Hold Seed for $14, 
Which They Claim Is the 
Correct Price. 


Jackson, Miss’, October 23.—(Special.)— 
The clash between the oil mills and the 
farmers of Mississipp goes merrily on, 
and while the true value of cotton seed 
is being discussed the farmers who can 


afford to do so are bolding back their 
seed crops in anticipation of better prices. 
The mill managers, however, say that 
the offerings are sufficient to keep the 
plants running, for the present at least, 
and they will not pay over $12 per ton 
for seed unless justified in doing so by 
higher prices for the refined product. 

Complaint is made that in some of the 
southwestern counfies the mills are offer- 
ing only $9 per tou for seed, but man- 
agers say that this price is offered for 
seed of inferior quality, and that seed 
in reasonably good shape are worth $12 
per ton. This, however, is not convincing 
to the farmers, who assert that mill 
managers claim all seed are damaged, 
and they will use the crop for fertilizing 
purposes rather than sell at the price 
quoted. They contend that the farmer is 
not justified in selling his seed at less 
than $!4 per ton, when fertilizers are 
selling at $19 per ton, and it is wisdom 
to seatter the seed over the fields rather 
than allow the oil milis to take the crop. 

The oil market is stil) hovering around 
28 cents per gallon, with meal at from 
$20 to $22 per ton, and hulls at 30 cents 
per hundred. So ong as these prices pre- 
vail mill managers declare that they 
will not pay more than $!2 per ton for 
cotton seed, and the combination looks 
effective. The Mississippi Cotton on 
Company has a large number of plants in 
the state and thorough understanding 
exists among the managers, the situation 
having been futly discussed at the meet- 
ing in Jackson last week. 

On the other hand, the organizations of 
farmers, consisting of the local associa- 
tions of the Southern Cotton Association, 
and county branches of the Farmers 
Tinion, declare that they will close down 
every oil mill in the state rather than 
sacrifice their seed at present prices, and 
it looks like the war is on in earnest, 
and will be fought to a finish. There is 
no doubt that the farmers can control 
the market if they will stand togenee: 
and implicitly obey the resolutions adopt- 
ed. andthe addresses being sent out by 
fiocers. In former years the of] mills 
have had everything practically their own 
way. and priceg promulgated invariably 
prevailed until such time 4s it a 
apparent that there would be a see 
shortage. and managers commenced an 
active war of competition. This season, 
however, they are apparently standing 
shoulder to shoulder, and it remains to 
he seen whether the farmers can break 
the combination and force the market 


upward.

BY PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


W “text or tne October 23.—The 
text of the president's Thanks- 
giving proclamation, issued to- 
day, is as follows: 

“A Proclamertion.—The time of ycar has 
come when, in accordance wit, the wise 
custom of our forefathers,'it becomes my 
duty to get aside a special day of Thanks- 
giving and praise to the Almighty be- 
cause of the blessings we have received 
and of prayer that these blessings may 
be continued. Yet another year of wide- 
spread well being has passed. Never be- 
fore in our history or in the history of 
any other nation has a people enjuyed 
more abounding material prosperity than 
is ours; a prosperity so great that it 
should arouse in us no spirit of reckless 
pride, and least of all, a spirit of heed- 
less disregard of our responsibility; but 
rather a sober sense of our many bless- 
ings and a resolute purpose, under Prov- 
idence, not to forfeit them by any action 
of our own. 

“Material - well being, indispensable 
though it is, can never be anything but 
the foundation of true national great- 
ness and happiness. If we build nothing 
on this foundation, then our national! life 
will be as meaningless as a house where 


only the foundation has been laid. Upon 
the material well being must be built a 
superstructure of individual and national 
life, lived in accordance with the laws 
of the nighest morality, or else our pros- 
perity itself will in the long run turn 
out a course instead of a biessing. We 
should be both reverently thankful for 
what we have received, and earnestly 
bent on turning it into a means of grace 
and not of destruction. 

“Accordingly, I hereby set apart Thurs- 
day, the 29th day of November, next, as 
a day of Thanksgiving and Supplication, 
on which the people shall meet in their 
homes or their churches, to devoutly ac- 
knowledge all that hag been given them 
and to pray that they may in addition 
receive the power y use these gifts 
aright.

| WILL GIVE BOOST 


Shaw's Plan Interests Finan- 
-ciers ef New York 


They Regard This Demonstration of 
Elastic Currency as Important 
as the Relief It Will Bring 
to the Money Market. 


New York, October 23.—Secretary 
Shaw's plan to increase available circu- 
lation by $18,000,000 through the deposit 
with the government of approved secur- 
ities in place of govemmment bonds is !n- 
teresting to financiers aside from the re- 
lief it ig to bring to the money market 
in the fact that¢ it will be a demonstration 
of the benefits of an elastic currency. 
An officer of one of the leading national 
banks voiced this interest last night. He 
said he thought the plan would bring 
§00q results as an object lesson in elas- 
tic currency. He thought that the work- 
ing out of the plan would serve to demon- 
strate to congress the advantage that 
would follow the adoption of a scheme of 
elastic currency. Congress may also be 
Influenced by this experiment to repeal 
the law which now limits the requirement 
of national bank circulation to $3,000, - 
006 


This official said that his own bank 
could certainly take out all the circula- 
tion to which it may be entitlea under 
this plan, and he thought that most other 
banks holding government’ deposits would 
take their share of the new circulation or 
would fing other banks to which to assign 
the government bonds in case they can- 
not, for any reason, take the additional! 
circulation themselves. It was pointed 
Out that almost any bank would’ have 
in its possession could easily obtain, 
thiacceptable bonds .o offer as substitutes! 


have pledged as seourity for government 
deposits. 

Secretary Shaw’s plan for an increase in 
circulation provides for the substitution 
to the extent of $18,000,000 of approved 
Securitie; othér than governments, for 
government bonds now pledged as’ secur- 
ity for government deposits. It is pro- 
vided that such bonds when released 
shall immediately be available to take 
Out additional national bank circulation. 


Application for Increase. 

Washington, October 23.—Actinge Secre- 
tary Keep, of the treasury department, 
announced today that applications for in- 
crease in national bank circulation under 
Secretary Shaw’s offer of yesterday 
will be favorably acted on in the order in 
which they are received at the treasury,

NN POPULATION 


Southern Officials Expect the 
Transier of Readquarters 


Increase in Size of Office Portion 
of New Freight Station of the 
Southern May Mean 5,000 
More Population for 
Atlanta. 


The announcement ‘hat the office por- 
tion of the new freight station of the 
Southern railway would be made eight 
stories high rather than four stories as 
at first contemplated, occasioned the 
greatest interest in railroad circles yes- 
terday. The actua] work of construc- 
tion was also begun on the site at Madi- 
son avenue and Mitchel] streets with the 
view of first erecting the transfer sheds 
and that of the out-going freight. 

The office pbuilding will not be built 
until after the incoming and outgoing 
carsheds, team tracks and other por- 
tions of the ‘work, which will extend un- 
der the Nelson street viaduct to the 
Peters street viaduct, are completed. 
Then the office wuilding with its eight 
stories fronting on the Mitchell street 
viaduct will be hurriedly pushed for- 
ward to completion. Officials having 
this work in hand, yesterday, stated that 
while the complete plans had not as 
yet been sent from Washington, it was 
their understanding that the new plans 
called for an eight-story office building 
with a tremendous amount of floor space 
suffictent to accommudate many depart- 
ments and several hundred clerks. 

One of the Southern railway officials

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Female Suffragisls Flock Into 
‘Partiament and Create a 
Scene, 


HARD WORK FOR BOBBIES 
TO EJECT THEAVOMEN 


Floor of the House Was  Strewn 
With Cloaks, Hats and Frag- 
ments of Millinery — Sever- 
al Women Were 
Arrested. 


London, October 23.—Unusual  excite- 


ment in connection with the reopening of 
parliament today was caused by the 
presence of about one hundred womap 
suffragists, many of whom, despite the 
protests of the police, managed to find 
their way into the outer lobby of the 
house of commons, with the intention of 
button-holing the members in support of 
their movement. ‘ 


A number of the suffragists mounted 


vacant chairg in the lobby and began t6 
harangue the few members present, 


Police Ejected Women. 

The police made a strategic advance 
against the invaders, taking the. women 
singly and gradually ejecting them one 
by one from the house. The most mili- 
tant of the women struggled so desper- 
ately that two officers were required to 
remove her. The hysterical shouting and 
the confusion brought crowds to the scene 
and the unwonted confusion created such 
excitement as seldom has been witnessed 
about the house. During the height of 
the tumult a smaijl band of the staunch- 
est suffragists determined to attempt to 
break tinto the house itself, and, as 
though by converted action, this band 
Suddenly charged toward the entrance 
of the inner lobby. Some of the women 
tried to climb over the barrier and 
others attempted to crawl under it. For 
several minutes the utmost disorder pre- 
vailed, and the police had all they could 
dd to eject the women. 

Some of the Women Arrested. 

A procession of house of commons at- 
tendants followed the women bearing 
hats, cloaks and fragrants of millinery 
and finery dropped in the scuffle. So 
noisily domonstrative were some of the 
leading suffragists that after they had 
been expelled from the house the police 
arrested several of them and marched 
them @@f to the nearest police station. 

It is understoog that strict orders will 
be given prohibiting admission to the 
precincts of the house of commons for 
the remainder of the session of those 
identified with today’s disturbances. 
Some of the participants were present 
today in defiance of the speaker’s or- 
der excluding them as the result of the 
disorders in the ladies’ gallery during 
the last session of parliament. 


Large Crowd Present. 

The reasembling of parliament drew 
large crowds to Westminster, despite the 
fact that the opening of the sessions was 
devoid of sumptuous ceremony or the 
appearance of royalty, as this was merely 
a resumption of the business of the pre- 
ceding session. The members of parlia- 
ment showed their usual eagerness to! 
gain advantageous ovsition in the house, 
ten members putting in an appearance 
as the clock struck midnight, in order 
to secure first choice seata. 

The formal opening of the home of 
commons occurred this afternoon, one 
hour before the house of ,ords. Ambas- 
sador Reid, accompanied by Craig Wads- 
worth, second secretary of the American 
embassy, occupied a seai in the- diplo- 
matic gallery of the house of Commons! 
with the French, Spanish, Russiun and!‘ 
Other ambassadors and ministers. The 
public galleries were overflowing wiih 
visitors. Former Premier Balfour was 
unexpectedly present, and received a 
hearty greeting from the opposition mem- 
bers. :

Treatment of the Race 
Problem. 
We print elsewhere a communica- 

tion from Dr. Alex W. Stirling, of At- 
lanta, which embodies a suggestion 
that should prove of great practica- 
bility in the attempted solution of the 
race problem. 

Dr. Stirling suggests following the 
British plan of scientific investiga- 
tion by boards or commissions, some- 
thing that has not yet been done in 
our consideration of the relations of 
the races in the south. Thus far 
this question has been too largely 
left to politics, whereas, in its very 
nature, it belongs to the realm of 
social science and ethnology. 

The lay observer, in an abstract 
way, knows what the problem of the 
races is, but knows next to nothing 
about the scientific causes at the bot- 
ton of it. These causes present an 
interesting and hopeful field for ex- 
pert analysis, and out of such an in- 
vestigation may come a solution. 

It is a large subject and too ab- 
struse and many-sided for ordinary 
governmental treatmént. In its es 
sential features and underlying prin- 
ciples it is a question for the scien- 
tists and savants' before legislation 
knows where to find a practical 
working hypothesis. 

A scientific investigation might re- 
sult in. some remarkable revelations 
and conclusions touching the prompt- 
ings of the crime of crimes that has

made the relations of whites and 
blacks a problem in the southern 
states. 


At any rate, the only way to get 
at the truth of things is by investi- 
gation, and we can conceive of noth- 
ing more promising in this connec- 
tion than a scientific commission.

Currency Reform. 
The chief topic of interest before

submitted to the banking and cur- 
rency committee of congress for their 
approval and indorsement. 

The need for some legal enactment 
by the national congress that would 
remedy the existing defects in the 
country’s currency and still preserve 


its stability and its recognized safety, 
has been agitating legislative, bank- 
ing and commercial bodies for some 
time and the situation has now be 
come acute. It is freely predicted 
that if some relief is not found, the 
present trend of affaifs must inev- 
itably lead to trouble affecting mil- 
lions of property values throughout 
the country. 

The committee of fifteen from the 
bankers’ association, appointed to 
confer with Congressman Fowler, 
chairman of the banking and curren- 
cy committee of congress, have a 
most important duty upon _ their. 
hands, and whatever action is taken 
should be instituted promptly. Con- 
gress meets on December 4th for the 
short term, and even if a bill is in- 
troduced at the very opening of the 
session, it is doubtful if the short 
term will permit sufficient time for 
deliberation and discussion of a mat- 
ter of this importance. An unwise 
or an ill-considered bill on this line 
would work havoc, but if present con- 
ditions continue the effect will be 
likewise disastrous. 

It is a crisis that will test the abil- 
ity and the judgment of congress to 
meet as it should be met. 

While the bankers of the country 
have beén the most conspicuous in 
agitating this question of currency re- 
form, it is a general business prob- 
lem more than a technical banking 
one. 

In the past, emergency demands 
for money have enabled the banks to 
put up their rate of interest as well 
as call to their support the resources 
of the national treasury, which ‘has 
been a most advantageous thing for 
them, but rather expensive for the 
business of the country. The ciren- 
lating notes which the national banks 
of the country have been authorized 
to issue, have been subject mare to 
fluctuations in the market value of 
government bonds than to emergency 
demands of business. The banks have 
gone into the market, buying bonds 
when they declined in value, in the 
hope of a rise; or selling them when 
the price was on a boom, regardless 
of the need for their national bank 
notes which were thus called in. 

The interests of the southern and 
western bankers are at variance with 
the interests of the large banking| 
centers! . When money is needed 
during crop moving periods, the de- 
mands of speculators in New York 
may have sent the rate for temporary 
loans to a prohibitive figure. Busi- 
ness,is thus restricted, the work of 
gathering and marketing crops is in- 
terfered with most seriously and 
made unduly expensive, while the

their almost complete security during the 
war; there are the conditions which ex- 
ist in Liberia and also in San Domingo; 
and there are spots scattered all over 
the warmer parts of the world from 
which information might be gathered and 
which would doubtless be glad to hear, 
from us in return. In none of these, are 
conditions precisely the same as hére: 
but allowing for all that there remains‘ 
sufficient similarity to make it possible 
that scientific comparison would well 
justify the trouble. The mere fact that 
such an inquiry was afloat and was 
working with the calm, unimpassioned 
methods of scientific investigation, would 
have a beneficial effect upon both races, 
while its conclusions would doubtless be 
listened to with respectful attention and 
would have the result of settling at least 
some disputes at the same time that it 
certainly did not lower the character of 
our polemics.

tone to the function. Here it is, too, that 
President Alex Smith and the directors 
meet at irregular intervals for the pur- 
pose of securing feature amusements. 
If the rest of the directors are not too 
tired to be polite, there ig usually enough 
furniture to permit of the _ presiding 
officer and the secretary to remain seated 
through these important gatherings. 

And ft is.in these same rooms that the 
reporters of the daily newspapers mobil- 
ize to take the promises and suggestions 
of the directors and weave them into 
columns of printed matter, that the wait- 
ing and anxious Texan on he Rio Grande 
or the thrilled and interested New Yorker 
on the Battery may know of the wonder- 
ful amusements and attractions which 
may be expected at Piedmont park the 
following day. 

The Spinning of Promises. 

‘For the fifst few days the spinning of 
these promiseg into columns of “pure 
reading matter” requires no greater effort 
that that to which the coy and reluctant 
réporter 1% tisually assigned. But, as 
the fair grows older and the directors, 
continue to meet, labor and bear the same 
old promises as the result of their short 
confinement, the task of the newspaper 
man becomes something wild, flerce and 
wicked. For, no matter how much the 
sameness of the promises, the story for 
the following day must be absolutely 
and entirely different. It must de scintil- 
lating with wit and entertaining fresh- 
ness. It must be convincing. And this 
in spite of broken promises as to the 
airship that failed to afr except when 
held some five feet from earth on the 
shoulders of twelve good men and true. 

Immaterial and unimportant these de- 
tails may be considered, but they have 
a direct bearing on the sad story which 
is to follow.

A Lone Survivor Arrives in

New York, October 23.—The solitary 
survivor of thirty-three men who went 
adrift on the barge boat Halfy from 
lower Matacombi Key, on the coast of 
Florida, during the terrific gale of Oc- 
tober 18, was brought into this port to- 
day by the steamer FE) Paso. He is John 
Russell, of Salem, Taylor county, Fiort- 
da, and he declared that he saw eight of 
the thirty-two others drowned and Me 
eves that all of them went down when 
the barge foundered. — 

Russell was adrift in a stormy sea for 
nearly two days and one night. clinging 
to bits of the barge which he gathered 
together to form a raft. When the EJ 
Paso, bound from Galveston to this city, 
was off Alligator light, on the Florida 
coast, last Friday afternoon, the lookout 
sighted Russell still hanging to the raft, 
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Railroad Accused of Discrim- 
ination in Coal Business, 


Alleged That a Enoxville Coal Ex- 
change Could Secure Cars When 
Its Competitors Could Not. 
Mine Operators as 
Witnesses, 


Knoxville, Tenn., October 23.—The in- 
vestigation by the interstate commerce 
commission into the relations of the 
Southern railway with the coal industry 


was continued today in an effort to prove 
that the relations of the Manring Coal 
Exchange with the Southern railway are 
such as to cause discrimination in favor | 
of the exchange in the distribution of 
cars in the Middlesboro, Ky., coal fields. 

The witnesses examined this morning 
were mine operators, some of whom testi- 
fied that while memoers of the Manring 
exchange they were very well supplied with 
cars, but that when they severed cons 
nection with the Manring interests they 
suffered car shortage. Tabulated state- 
ments of the relative output of mines 
while members of the exchange and while 
out of it were offered in evidence. 

The Southern railway's line of defense 
seemed to be that the cars supplied the 
Manring mines were for company coal, 
and that where car shortage existed, if 
any, was defended on the ground that the 
railroad could legally protect its own 
coal property before furnishing cars for 
commercial coal. 


B. & O. Koad Prosecuted. 


Clarksburg, W. Va., October 23.—The 
cases of the Baltimore andn Ohio and 
Grafton and Billington Railroad Com- 
panies for alleged discrrimination of 
cars, was taken up today before Judge 
Nathan Goff, at a special session of the 
United States court, called for that pur- 
pose.

Pat Webb, a baliff in Justice Puckett’s

After Webb was arrested he stated to 
a Constitution reporter that he saw Tom 
Oakes, the witness, in the corridor of 
the court room last week, and, having 
heard that Edmunds had killed the negro 
with a skinning knife, asked Oakes if 
it were true. He states that Oakes re- 
plied that he did not Know; that he was 
to scared to see who killed the negro. 
Webb declares that this was all he has 
had to say to Oakes. 

Oakes, who is being held until the 
grand jury investigates the charge of 
perjury against him, growing out of his 
evidence in the Edmunds case before the 
grand jury, and his contradiction of his 
evidence while on the stand in the trial 
of Edmunds yesterday, gave bail in the 
sum of $!00 for his appearance. His 
ease will be investigated by the grand 
jury on Friday.
